Then came the discovery of gold In Cali- 
fornia (1848.) and that gave a still 
greater impulse to business. Meantime 
there were short crops In Eurepe (1847 
8 H,) on account of whieh an Immense 
amount of grain was exported to Europe. 
Then came the Crimean War (1854-50.) 
and the exports of grain continued. 

This Tariff was in operation about 
fifteen years; but the Free-traders don't 
tell as that it left the Government in 
debt $87,700,000, and "that the country 
was Hooded with cheaper made foreign 
goods," that our own mechanical indus- 
tries were virtually ruined, and when 
the financial crash came in 1857 the 
balance of trade was against us to the 
amount of 1335,000,000 because It was 
a Tariff on a sliding ecale, with lower 
and lower duties, that culminated almost 
in absolute Free-trade.
